The thing is that we as 
Christians have allowed these denominations, churches and 
organizations like the Salvation Army to become a placebo for 
a relationship with Him They have become fan clubs for a 
prefabricated false christ and the only relationship some 
people have with God.

After all is said and done, if we 
do not wish to conform ourselves to Christ He has nothing to offer us. As we submit to God in areas of our lives 
He shows us deeper truths where He wants to work on us. It is not a pleasant experience putting down our flesh, 
but necessary so that we may come forth as gold. He does the work; He is the potter, we are the clay. He was 
willing to die for my sins how can I deny him anything He asks of me? So I gladly give up things like TV, music, 
pagan holidays such as Christmas and anything else that doesn't please Him 

Everyone has to go at their own pace, but if someone questions me I am going to tell them what God has shown 
me. But much of Christianity has adopted the worldly 'Don't ask, don't tell" attitude towards sin. We do not 
examine ourselves or point out sin to others. 'You ignore my sin and I'll ignore yours" seems to be the plan, and 
anyone who tries to warn their brothers and sisters is falsely accused of being judgmental.
